only casual thought to a United Press Ali- 
patch coming out of Washington several 
days ago. The opening paragraph read as 
follows: 

"Congress received a report today saying 
that war worHera with llttla or no experience 
are receiving pay approximating that oi/he 
highest olflcors In tho army, Including Oens. 
Ocorge C. Marshall, Dwight Elsenhower and 
Douglas MacArthur." 

Frankly, we believe this disclosure calls 
for oerlous consideration. Many times we 
have heard the comparison as to what war 
workers are getting In contrast to the i^oldlcrs' 
SSO a month. That Is significant In Itself, but 
this latest comparison seems to go beyond all 
.. bounds of common sense. 

The report, submitted to consress by Ropre' 
. sentatlve Engei of Michigan, a member of 
the house appropriations subcommittee on 
war department affairs, revealed that the 
itverage wage paid in 47 of the leading war 
plants during 194a was Sl.3'5 an hour, 

He contrasted figures showing that 
chine gun assemblers were paid as high as 
S8.741 a year with the )50 a month pay of 
army privates — "men who not only can do the 
same work, but can fire them as well." 

After gcnerollilng along these lines, CoU' 
gressmnn Engel cited three outstanding ex- 
amples of' excessive wages: 

- 1. An assistant superintendent, in a gov- 
ermont arsenal who left a $4,000 a year Job 
to make 511.500 In a war plant, while the base 
pay of Oens, MacArthur, Elsenhower and 
Marshall Is $10,200. 

- 2. Mochlne gun assemblers making M.IOO 
;to SBjQOO while the base pay of Lieut. Qen. 

Brchon v. Somervell Is 3S,SD0;~ although ho 
n supervises the entire army supply system 
-"from-tanks and 16-lnch guns down to pls- 
-tols." ■ 

; 3. A former flve-and-ten-cont stwe ribbon 

- dork with two to six weeks experience making 
'33,3B0, while the base pay of nn army major 
• Is 13,000. 

~ It's a strange paradox. In this so-called 
-planned economy of ours, that the govem- 
'. ment permits war workers, living In compara- 
■ tlve comfort and safety, to "cash In" on the 
.war effort, while the men In the service, 
'highly and arduously trained and entrusted 
^wlth responsibilities that gpell life or death, 
jlo tho fighting, sufferthe hardships and give 
'their lives that this deniocracy of ours may 
: survive— all for a compensation that's out of 
' balance. If the situation were entirely re- 
'.versed It would come far closer to making 
sense. 

Engel's conclusion: "Wage extravagance by 
' the administration . . . which has scrambled 
'the eggs and no^ finds it Impossible to un- 
scramble thc30 eggs or dares not unscramble 
■them." < 
; . Unfortunately, those lucky enough to re-

It Is unfair and Indecent but It lo 
not un-American. On the contrary, 
rsclsl and religious prejudice are 
common atid characteristic among 
us. Although this well-known no- 
tlonsl and human trait docs tempt 
the enemy lo create incidents which 
might cause dangerous troubles, no 
eredllable report has come from De- 
troll, for example, to sustoln the 
loose charge that the noxls prepar- 
ed Uie iltusUon or touched off the 
riot. The same Is true ot the p»t- 
sult troubles In Los Angeles, fheae 
seem to hsve been typical Amerlcon 
firecrackers. 

Wa ore not harmonious or homo- 
geneous people and we have a long 
record of sporadic hloodahed and 
burning In lights between groups 
Who found Uicmselvcs set apa^t by 
differences of race or religion or na- 
tional origin In Europe. After tlio 
war wo may find the situation com- 
plicated by new hatreds on the part 
of our Bohemians, Poles and Nor- 
weelans. the children of Immigrants, 
and Ihe Americans of Qcrmon birth 
and descent. And almost certainly 
tho Filipinos and Chinese among us 
will delight to take revenge on our 

Nor Is It true that tho- minority 
group always Is Innocent ot offense 
aialnit the dignity and patience, 
even Ihe rights, of the majority al- 
(hou;h Ihli Is always presumed to 
be the case. SomcUmes the minori- 
ties or anywsy members of the ml- 
noriUes 50 out ot their way la hn- 
ras.1 their fellow men In given sltua- 
tloM by bumpUoua and truculent 
conduct, aclusUy asking for trouble, 
knonlng that when It docs come 
they will be doused wllh sympathy 
by self-rlghlcous poll II clans and 
committees ol self- Important one- 
book novellils. pamphleteers and 
the llk(<: 

Moit of tliem are. themselves, ter- 
ribly bigoted sgnlnst, aU who dls- 
agrea with Uiem and promote class 
prejudice which. In the fulfillment 
of Uielr purpose would result In a 
cinss war and po.tilbly miiajacres. 
Incidentally, none of those who cla- 
mor so noLilly (hat It Is unfair and 
Indecent to deprive a man of a 
Job because he is, to bo specific, a 



Negro or a Jew. over see any cruol- 
t}- In the ostracism and persecution 
whether by subtle terror or ^^ilcal 
violence ot the American who 
doesnt want to Join a union. There 
Is one subhuman creature who has 
no more rights or dignity than a 
beast. 

We have had the Ku Klux Klan 
twice, the anU-Cathollc and anU- 
Irlsh riots and churth burnings, un- 
ion terrors of mora recent date equal 
In ferocity to any other ouUntaka 
In our history and. with diminishing 
frequency and fury, conlllcta be- 
tween while and Negro Americans, 
Qenma-perseculed Mormon and tho 
Monnon In hU turn got hunk wllh 
the OentUa. There are slUI regions 
In Uie southwest In which a Oentlle 
thinks he has no chonca In court if 
(the Jury Is drawn from a Morman 
community and his opponent Is * 
Mormon. 



But, altliough such divisions and 
prejudices are naUve and no less 
American than Ice cream soda they 
are lees terrible and strict than dls- 
wlmlnaUons elsewhere. Poor right- 
eous Abyssinia, vlcUm of Uie duce's 
foul aggression, wu an outpost of 
horrible slavery and of punhhment 
by unspeakable mutllaUon. Britain 
was largely a nation ot cap-touch- 
ent until ilis aentry wisely cultivat- 
ed the lower cUsses wlUi the onset 
of this war and eonUnental Europe 
was so divided by naUonallly, lang- 
uage and Inherited hatred that a. 
man couldnt even alight In anoth- 
er countrj". much Itxi call on that 
country's laws to compel on em- 
ployer ta give him work. Mexlco la 
frankly Inhospitable to Negroes antt 
expropriated tho lands of the thrif- 
ty Chinese farmer. Australia haa 
llrmly tried to be a white man's 
country with no pretenia lo the 
contrary nor any sops (o other 
races. 

So, although we hsve our mlshapo, 
we manage, on Ihe Khole. to keep 
our bigotries In check and lo pro- 
gress towurd complete tolerance, 
which however, is dUtertnt from, al- 
though often confuied with, ccm- 
pleie soclol promiscuity of all races 
and groups. 

I have read all tht guesses as to 
the cause of tho Detroit trouble and 
have been impressed by lha dellber- 
ata avoidance In eveiy case of one 
provocation Which undoubtedly con- 
tributed much to lha dlslurtwnce. 
That ts the popular Negro press of 
this country which for several j-ears 
has rtcklessly. vlolenlly and peratst- 
enllj preached rocs .hatred. Even 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, a few 
months agti was lo disturbed by 
this propaganda that she uttered a 
mild admonlUon which had no ef- 
fect, Incidentally. 

! deceive ouraeUes If we bellev" 
that bigotry and Intolerance are un- 
Araerlcan. Prejudice floai In tho 
blood ot humankind and -we have 
never been free ot 11 nor c\-er will 
be.

Ing of ground targets is the function 
of thi Flying Fortress In drawing 
up Oermftn lighten so they can bo 
destroyed. Enemy fighters wont 
come up to meet sUled fUhtcra, 
but only to drive oft bombers. 

Oerman tighter production U 
probably Increulng. It Is doubtful 
if losses yet approacH production. 
So lha next couple of montlis will 
be a critical period, determining 
whether fighter opposition ts to be- 
come too strong tor succtislul ond 
persbtent daylight bombing, or 
whether we can saturate the air 
quickly enough and whittle down 
ths enemy. For Oermany's fighter 
strength must be broken betore tlio 
nail oyster h really opened. ■ jj' 

That does not Ignore Ihs Import- 
ance of the Mediterranean m ot tho 
Pacific. The breaking of Oermany 
will release the allies' strength for 
the Pacific, Russian bases wUl be- 
come avallabta against Japan. Only 
otter Qermany Is deltattd can tha 
three great allies conccntraCa on 
one front in tha east Instead of di- 
viding as now among (hrce fronts, 
on two of which they art trying to 
crusli aermany. 

One hears these matters discussed 
by the hour. The quesUon Is not 
which la the most hnportant. Oer- 
many of Japan, but what Is the 
most practical way to knock out 
both, simultaneously cr one at a 
time.
